The First Year of the College Work. 

In accordance with the resolutions of the 
Louisville Conference, and by appointment of 
the General Executive Committee at the re- 
quest of the Conference, the College Secretary 
entered upon the duties assigned him in the 
month of September, 1877. 

The work of the year consisted 

I. Of Correspondence.—Early in the Col- 
lege year, through the columns of The Watch- 


'man, 150 colleges were presented with an 
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account of the Louisville Confererrce, and the 
methods of work there proposed. Circulars 
were also issued to these colleges requesting 
their observance of the Day of Prayer for 
Young Men, (11th of November) which re- 
quest was, in a large number of cases, complied 
with, and 200 letters were written concerning 
the organization and prosecution of Christian 
work in Colleges. 

Il.— The Secretary attended five State Con- 
ventions of Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions in Indiana, Massachusetts, New York, 
New Jersey and Virginia. In these Conven- 
tions 200 students were met and conversed 
with, and they were impressed with the im- 
portance of having wide-awake Christian or- 
ganizations in their colleges. 

I11.— The most interesting and profitable 


feature of the work was the tour of visitation | 


among the colleges. In these visits the Secre- 
tary met the students in a body and individu- 
ally, compared experiences with them, receiv- 
ed many valuable ideas from them, and made 
such suggestions as the work is constantly de- 
veloping. Twenty-tnree colleges were thus 
visited in New England, the Middle States, 
Virginia and Minnes >ta, involving over 7,000 
miles of travel, and occupying a period of 
ten weeks, 

1V.— The results of the year’s work have 
been briefly referred to in a previous number. 
1,000 letters were exchanged by students 
relating to the work, 
200 students were in attend- 
ance upon Conventions. And, best of all, as 
a result of the effort expended, the letters 


were organized,
